Examiner's Statement of reasons for Allowance 

1 . Claims 1-22 are allowed because the prior art of record falls to teach an 
infrared sensor comprising thermopiles being interlaced so that the output of a 
first of the thermopiles increases with increasing temperature difference between 
the hot and cold junctions, and so that the output of a second of the thermopiles 
decreases with increasing temperature difference between the hot and cold 
junctions, in combination with the remaining limitations of claim 1 and claims 
2-22. 

Conclusion
